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Scfawan Renamed President 
of Greenbelt Homes Board

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. president 
Charles Schwan was reelected for 
another term at last Thursday’s 
organization meeting of the new 
board. Schwan has been president 
since January 1954. 

Elected as vice-president was Nat 
Shindcrman, and as secretary, 
Steve Polaschik. John O’Reilly 
was reelected to the treasurer’s 
post All nominations were unana- 
imous. 

In a brief meeting, the board 
awarded fuel oil bids to Sinclair Re¬ 
fining Oo. for No. 2 oil and to Hum¬ 
ble Oil Co. for No. 2 oil. The price 
for No. 2 was less than that of last 
year and for No. 6 the same. These 
companies are the present sup¬ 
pliers. 

The new hospitalization plan for 
GHI employees will go into effect 
June 1. The carrier chosen was 
Paul Revere Life Insurance Com* 
pany whose quoted rate was 25 
percent lower than that of the pres¬ 
ent insurer, Group Hospitalization, 
Inc. Paul Revere guaranteed its 
rate for two years. GHI pays 65 
percent of the cost of the program; 
employees pay the balance. 

The board approved expansion 
of the boat and trailer park facili¬ 
ties to double the present size. This 
program pays its own way through 
fees charged to renters of space. 

GHI has informed the city that 
it will continue to pay one-third of 
the cost of the city’s special zoning 
attorney and planning consultants. 

The board agreed to meet once 
a month during June, July, and 
August — the 2nd Thursday of each 
month. 


Charter Gov’t Petition 

Over 30 people throughout Green- 
belt are now armed with petitions 
and information for the drive to 
put the question of charter govern¬ 
ment for Prince Georges County on 
the November ballot. 10,000 signa¬ 
tures must be obtained in order to 
bring this question to a referen¬ 
dum. The petition drive extends 
until July. The sponsoring organi¬ 
zation is the Prince Georges 
Charter Study Committee of the 
Project Marlboro Home Rule 
Charter Committee.

MNCPPC Told to Stress 
Master Plans Over Zoning 

The Washington Post reported 
this week that the Prince Georges 
County Commissioners have told 
the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission to 
shift its concentration from zoning 
applications to the preparation of 
master plans. 

The commissioners said that 
master plan development has stall¬ 
ed and that they could not ade¬ 
quately zone without broad-scale 
plans. They have received several 
hundred backlog zoning cases from 
the planners in recent weeks. 

To weed out speculative rezoning 
applications, the commissioners are 
preparing to replace the flat $75 
filing fee with a sliding scale based 
on acreage. The scale would range 
from $100 for zonings of less than 
an acre to $2,000 for 100 acres or 
more. 

The commissioners also proposed 
an ordinance requiring applicants 
who withdraw a rezoning request 
after a planning staff report has 
been written to wait 18 months be¬ 
fore submitting it again. 

Commission Chairman Jesse S. 
Baggett is quoted by the Post as 
stating both changes are aimed at 
speculators who submit applica¬ 
tions to test planners’ reactions, 
and withdraw and resubmit them 
in six months if the initial report 
is unfavorable. 

The county has scheduled a June 
28 hearing on the proposed ordi¬ 
nances so that they can go into ef¬ 
fect by July 1, the beginning of the 
next semi-annqal filing period. 

Court Paving, Squad Car 
Debated at Budget Hearing 

A sparsely-attended public hear¬ 
ing on the municipal budget for 
1966-67 revealed few disagreements 
last Tuesday night. The city coun¬ 
cil will hold final budget hearings 
on Wednesday, June 8, and Friday, 
June 10, at which time voting will 
take place on the individual items. 
The budget must be adopted by 
June 10. 

One item that drew sparks was 
the $2,500 in the budget for pave¬ 
ment of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. ser¬ 
vice courts. Councilman Dick Pil- 
ski questioned whether this was a 
proper expenditure if the city didn’t 
own the court property. The city 
had been informed that there was 
an implied dedication of the courts 
by GHI to the city and implied 
acceptance by the city. The city 
solicitor, however, has indicated 
that a good case could be made 
either way. The city receives some 
State gasoline tax revenue for 
maintenance of the roadways in 
the courts, and the city manager 
was asked to estimate what would 
be lost in revenue if the city no 
longer maintained the courts. 

An undecided issue was whether 
to purchase a third squad car, as 
the budget requests, or to hire an 
extra policeman, as suggested by 
councilman Bill Hoff. Hoff felt that 
a foot patrolman would be espec¬ 
ially useful at Beltway Plaza, 
Springhill Lake, and the Greenbelt 
Center. A member of the audience 
suggested a motorcycle as an alter¬ 
native to the squad car.

Grading Operations Begun For 
State Roads Commission Bldg.

The collapse last Thursday of the tall brick chimney of the old 
municipal sewage disposal plant at the intersection of Kenil¬ 
worth Ave. and Crescent Rd. signaled the start of grading op¬ 
erations for the construction of a $780,000 office building at that 
site. Within five minutes after the destruction of the chimney un¬ 
der an explosive charge, bulldozers and other heavy equipment 
were clearing out the area. The building itself had been razed a 
week earlier by more conventional means. 


DePaul to Assist 
Brooks In Lawsuit 

Joseph DePaul, city zoning attor¬ 
ney, has been retained as co-coun¬ 
sel with city solicitor Thomas 
Brooks to handle the covenant 
and related suits arising out of the 
development of the vacant land. At 
present legal action has been in¬ 
stituted or is being planned against 
developer Charles Bresler for vio¬ 
lating covenants and agreements 
in connection with Charlestowne 
Village, and to secure parkland 
through condemnation proceedings. 

Last week the city filed suit a- 
gainst Bresler in Prince George’s 
Circuit Court, charging that the 
developer backed out of a promise 
to give the city 3.33 acres of park¬ 
land. According to the suit, Bres¬ 
ler agreed to donate the land if 
the city would intercede with the 
county commissioners to grant 
apartment zoning for the 50-acre 
Charlestowne Village. 

The zoning application was filed 
in early 1962, the suit said, and 
Bresler asked of Greenbelt’s Mayor 
and Council “a favorable recom¬ 
mendation directed to (the County 
Commissioners) for approval.” 

“As an inducement,” the suit 
said, Bresler “offered to impose 
certain restrictive covenants on 
land and to convey to the city a 
parcel of land containing 3.33 acres, 
the intended result being to limit 
the intensity of building thereon.” 

Later, according to the suit, 
Greenbelt “fully performed its ob¬ 
ligation” by sending the recom¬ 
mendation to the County and the 
zoning was granted in June 1962. 
Since then, Bresler has not given 
Greenbelt the land, although he 
agreed to do so within two years, 
the city said.

Occupying the new one-story, 
red brick office building will be 
District 3 (Montgomery and Prince 
Georges counties) of the Maryland 
State Roads Commission. The 
Greenbelt site was chosen as being 
as dose as possible to the midpoint 
of the Beltway within their juris¬ 
diction. 

From 70 to 75 State Roads Com¬ 
mission personnel will occupy the 
building, though probably only as 
many as 30 will work there full¬ 
time. More than half will be field 
workers, using the headquarters 
building only as their base of op¬ 
erations. In addition to Roads 
Commission personnel, the College 
Park post of the Maryland State 
Police will occupy a small office 
suite within the building. At pres¬ 
ent they are housed in a building at 
the University of Maryland. 

District 3 Functions 

Chief among the District 3 offic¬ 
es of the State Roads Commission 
to occupy the building will be that 
of the District 3 Engineer, who is in 
charge of operations, maintenance, 
and new construction of highways 
in the area. The District Right of 
Way Section, which handles pur¬ 
chases of land for new highways, 
will also have offices here. In ad¬ 
dition, the regional laboratory, 
which performs tests of materials 
for construction work, and two 
lawyers — one for each county —will 
be housed here. In all, there will 
be about 20 rooms, only 6 or 7 of 
which will have individual occu¬ 
pants. One large room will house 
as many as 20 workers. 

Construction Details 

Designed by the architectural 
firm of Bucher, Myers and Associ¬ 
ates of Washington, D. C., the flat- 
roofed, one-story building will be 
constructed of brick and precast 
concrete. Except for the labora¬ 
tory, it will be fully air conditioned. 
(Certain testing functions of the 
laboratory prohibit air condtiioning 
in that room.) Gas heat will warm 
the building in winter. A parking 
lot adjacent to the building will ac¬ 
commodate 130 vehicles, none of 
which will be heavy equipment. 
Only office functions of the Roads 
Commission will be housed here, a 
spokesman for the Commission 
stressed. 

Designs for the building were 
so made as to allow for future ex¬ 
pansion, if that should become de¬ 
sirable. At such a time the park¬ 
ing lot would be relocated further 
westward, where the present muni¬ 
cipal warehouses now stand. These 
will be razed eventually, though 
the city of Greenbelt has been 
granted the right to occupy them 
until January, 1967. 

John Scheibel Contractors of 
Camp Springs, Md., has been hired 
to construct the building, for which 
the target date is January, 1967. 
A ground-breaking ceremony has 
been tentatively set for Wednesday 
of next week. 


The Police Blotter 

Officer Paul I. Reamy, who has 
been recuperating from injuries he 
received May 10 while arresting a 
suspect at the Beltway Plaza has 
returned to light duty. Reamy has 
received several citations for meri¬ 
torious action m a letter to Green¬ 
belt Police Chief William Lane, 
Arthur A. Marshall, Jr., State’s At¬ 
torney for Prince Georges County 
wrote: “Speaking for myself, and 
likewise speaking for the Prince 
ueorges County Grand Jury, we 
would like to commend Officer Paul 
I. Reamy for the courage and self- 
restraint displayed . ..” Reamy also 
received commendations from the 
National Police Officers Association 
for excellent felony arrest and from 
the Honor Legion of the Police Hall 
of Fame for having been wounded 
in the line of duty. 
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Deeds , Not Words 


Last week's Washington Post reported that the county com¬ 
missioners have told the Maryland National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission to shift its concentration from zoning appli¬ 
cations to the preparation of master plans so that the county com¬ 
missioners could adequately pass on zoning requests. 

We concur whole-heartedly with these sentiments. Greenbeit’s 
own Master Plan was adopted by the city council in March 1965 
and forwarded to the county commissioners for their consideration 
in connection with the Area 13 North plan prepared by the MNC- 
PPC for the College Park-Greenbelt area. The county commission¬ 
ers, in turn, returned the Area 13 plan back to MNCPPC with in¬ 
structions for reduction in densities. Except for an October 1965 
report in the metropolitan press that the MNCPPC technical staff 
has approved a new Area 13 plan that concurs substantially with 
the city’s own Master Plan, nothing further has been heard on 
the matter. 

We would be much more disposed to become enthusiastic about 
the action of the county commissioners if we did not recall that 
only three months ago the county commissioners stood aside to let 
the County Board of Education gut the Greenbeit Master Plan by 
approving a senior high school on parcel 2 (the area between 
Greenbeit Homes Inc. and the Baltimore-Washington Parkway). 

It must be remembered that both the Area 13 plan and the 
city’s own master plan called for the senior high school to be 
placed on the site near the Capital Beltway (parcel 15). The city 
and citizen groups appealed to the county commissioners to uphold 
the master plans for this area by making known their disapproval 
of the school board’s choice, hut to no avail. 

Similarly, in July 1965 the county comissioners approved a 
commercial zoning petition for a regional shopping center on the 
Golden Triangle, when both the Area 13 plan and the city’s Master 
Plan rejected such development for that tract. 

Perhaps the county commissioners have now seen the light. 
If so, deeds, not words, are in order. The first such deed would be 
to secure a reversal of the school board’s decision with respect to 
the location of a senior hi^h school. 


We Are Concerned 

To the Editor: 

Another primary and another 
election are approaching. The can¬ 
didates are ready to descend upon 
us with promises and assurances 
that we can entrust to them the 
vital interests of our community. 
Yet, the regrettable truth is that, 
except for our mayor and certain of 
our councilmen, there is no incum¬ 
bent who can stand on his record 
respecting the city and citizens of 
Greenbeit. When we needed them 
in our times of trouble, they were 
not there. 

They never really are—between 
elections. 

The catalogue of our ills is im¬ 
posing and comprises the Spring- 
hill Lake traffic situation, repeated 
adverse zoning decisions by county 
commissioners, the school site decis¬ 
ion which threatens the physical 
and fiscal integrity of Greenbeit, 
the irresponsibility of our elected 
representatives, etc. 

The crudest of all our afflictions, 
and symptomatic of the rest, con¬ 
cerns the school site. The school 
site decision was a political one, 
made by politicians. Yet not one 
politician, not one of our elected 
representatives, used his or her 
delegated power to demand or re¬ 
quire the politically appointed 
members of the school board to re¬ 
verse themselves. When asked for 
their help, they responded with 
shameless cynicism, thereby deelar- 
ng their own personal irresponsi¬ 
bility. To have our delegates, our 
commissioners, declare themselves 
impotent and helpless is indeed re¬ 
markable. 

Now, when they come to us 
for our votes, let us again ask of 
each delegate and each commis¬ 
sioner: Where were you when we 
needed your help - what did you do 
for us then? 

A loaded question, isn’t it? The 
writer has personally asked this of 
a number of office holders who will 
return for our votes. He has heard 
nothing but embarrassing evasions 
and the classical excuses in avoi¬ 
dance of responsibility. 

Now that we know what our 
candidates did for us ... or more 
aptly ... to us, we should enquire 
as to what they will next offer in 


return for our votes. Lest it be 
concluded that we distrust only in¬ 
cumbents, let us further ask of all 
candidates the following: 

1. Will you give us a full and 
complete investigation of the recent 
School Board decision? 

2 Will you use the power of your 
office, delegated to you by the peo¬ 
ple, to compel a reversal of this 
unconscionable decision as repug¬ 
nant to the American tradition of 
local self-government? 

3 Will you give us an elected 
school board? 

4 Will you give to Greenbeit con¬ 
trol over its own affairs and the 
authority to regulate its own plan¬ 
ning and zoning? 

These are quesions that deserve 
explicit answers and we must de¬ 
mand them. 

A number of candidates, declared 
or aspiring, are fellow Greenbel- 
ters. Let us expect them to take 
a public and forthright stand with 
their reaction to the issues set 
forth above. 

It is now they must speak out 
for Greenbeit
